Washington, Nov. 29—The story of 


the trial of Mrs. Bradley, so far as 
told from the witness stanC, drew to 
its end today. 
When court opened 


after the Thanksgiving recess, there 
remained to be called by tue govern- 
ment in rebuttal only a few minor 
•witnesses and.the expert alienists. 


The government readied the cli- 


max of its cose with the testimony of 
its alienists, Dr. Edward Brush, of 
Baltimore, and Dr. Smith. E. Jelliffis. 
of. New York. These men who have 
been watching 
closely the develop- 


ment of the case hold as their opin- 
ion that Mrs. Bradley's impulse to do 
the shooting was not insanity, but a 
fit of jealous rage. The final argu- 
ments to the jury will be begun the 
first of- next week. These will take 
several .days, as five of the six attor- 
neys on both sides of the case will 
speak.

District Attorney Baker will close 


for the government, and Judge Pow- 
ers for the defense. 
If there be no 


delay In -reaching a verdict, Mrs. 
Brad-ley will probably near her fate 
on December 4, exactly one year from 
the date on which she left Salt Lake 
City, coming to Washington.

•with a beautiful Bohemian, in whose 
blood no royal corpuscles ran and 
whose highest title was that of count- 
ess, the spirit of romance took on new 
life, and his decision to wed the lady 
of his choice -was applauded far and 
wide. 
In his own. country, however, 


the applause was somewhat faint, for 
the archduke was not ovornopular 
there, and in no country in the world, 
outside of India perhaps, is the idea 
of caste more fixed. For a prince of 
the blood to make a simple countess 
his wife was regarded as something in 
the line of sacrilege. It "would have 
been all right, of course, for the prince 
to love his sweetheart under the rose, 
but to marry her—aristocratic Aus- 


rights of his posterity to succeed him 
on the throne, the prince and his count- 
ess were married July 1, 1000. 
The 


marriage ceremony was simple, bnt the 
ceremony of renunciation which pre- 
ceded it -was not 
In the presence of 


the emperor, the archdukes, ministers 
and state officials Francis Ferdinand 
swore solemnly that neither he nor his 
wife, the Countess Chotek, would ever 
regard their marriage as other than a 
morganatic alliance and that, so far as 
the succession was concerned, their chil- 
dren would be illegitimate. 


After the marriage the emperor re- 


luiufii to uie extent or advancing the 
archduke's bride to the dignity of a 
princess, giving her the title Princess 
Hohenberg. The marriage has disap- 
pointed ail the pessimists who predict- 
ed a disastrous result of what they 
considered a misalliance, for the arch- 
duke and his morganatic wife have 
lived together in peace and concord 
and have three beautiful children, to 
whom they are as devoted as they are 
to each other. Not a breath of scandal 
has touched either the duke or the 
Princess Hohenberg, and their conduct 
might well serve as an example to oth- 
er archdukes -who have adhered more 
closely to the traditions of the Haps- 
burgs,

It was said that he 
had been chosen as the husband of 
Crown Prince Rudolph's widow, and 
his children were to sit upon the 
throne of Austria-Hungary after he 
was gone. No son of a woman not of 
imperial or royal line could sit upon 
that throne, and, wedding Sophie Cho- 
tek, Prince Ferdinand had to take a 
solemn oath renouncing for his de- 
scendants all claims to imperial power. 
When he passes away the succession 
goes from his family. When one re- 
members how Napoleon divorced Jo- 
sephine that he might obtain through 
another marriage a son to succeed him 
one may realize what Francis Ferdi- 
nand sacrificed for love. 


Sophie Chotek, the widow of an Aus- 


trian nobleman and daughter of a rich 
Bohemian, was lady in waiting to the 
widowed Crown Princess Stephanie 
when Ferdinand first met her. It was 
a case of love at first sight 
Sophie 


was one of the most beautiful women 
at court. 
Their first encounter took 


place at Abbazia, where Stephanie was 
then staying and whither the archduke 
had come to make a few dajs' visit 
He remained for weeks. It was at the 
time supposed that he was enamored 
of his hostess, for a marriage between 
him and Rudolph's widow had been 
talked about and would have fitted in 
well with the plans of the emperor. 
But -when it was discovered that the 
princess' beautiful maid of honor was 
the real magnet that held Francis Fer- 
dinand at Abbazia there was conster- 
nation in the court The emperor sent 


and her husband's modest simplicity of 
disposition and habits have done much 
to overcome the nupopularity engender- 
ed by their unconventional alliance and 
the slanders which shrouded Francis 
Ferdinand's bachelorhood- It was to 
be expected that the princess would be 
accused of harboring the ambition of 
seeing her sou upon the throne in spite 
of her husband's solemn oath and the 
prohibition of the pragmatic sanction, 
which forbids to unroyal birth the 
crown of Hungary, and hence the Aus- 
trian diadem if the two countries re- 
main united.
